Costs_of municipal services, in- 
cluding education, are going up. The 
demands on the property-Owner are 
greater.

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Too Many Dogs 


May I be permitted to draw atten- 
tion to the n@mbers of nondescript and 
other dogs in closely populated residen- 
tial districts in Victoria. 

These animals are allowed to roam 
uncontrolled and many rush out of gar 
dens to fly at those passing—snapping 
and .sometimes biting. They- bark . all 
day and in some cases all night, and are 
absolutely uncontrolled. They are a 
menace to the public and motorists and 
in some cases serious accidents occur in 
trying to avoid running over them. There 
is evidently no law to suppress this 
menace. 

Eighty per cent of those people whe 
own these animals evidently know noth- 
ing about dogs—or how to control them. 
I don't suppose they even have proper 
sanitary quarters for them. Dogs should 
have proper quarters, proper food and 
proper attention, and be taken out for 
exercise and not left to roam and be a 
menace to the public. 

The number allowed in closely popu- 
lated residential districts should be 
strictly limited. It is at present excessive. 

Dogs can carry disease the same as 
human beings. I notice_hardly any dogs 
wear collars. I suppose they have to 
be licenced? There is evidently slack- 
ness somewhere. 

Fifty per cent of the dogs in Victoria 
should be destroyed, Also there is such 
a thing as rables, especially during the 
abnormally hot weather.

Baldness, Too 


In view of the widespread interest in 
fluoridation, it is interesting to have

ferable- primarily to;the gastrointestinal 
tract and central nervous system ... 
chronic intoxications . resulting. from 
prolonged intake of smaller amounts of 
fluorides include dental fluorisis 
fluorine also tends to accumulate in 
bones, ligaments and tendons become cal- 
cified . . . serious symptoms may ensue

But much more often 
vandalism, rowdiness or 
banding together for misc hiev 
ous purposes. 

One outstanding aspect of 
the survey was the inclination 
in many countries to feel that 
juvenile delinquency, particu- 
larly where it involves youth 
gangs, is essentially an Amer 
ican invention. 

Among Communist nations, 
this contention is part of the 
official propaganda line. But 
the feeling also crops up in 

+s non-Communist. countries, trac 

ing most often to Hollywood's 
long domination of the world’s 
motion picture field 

Authorities in both England 
and Argentina note that the 
language of youth gangs seems 
to have been influenced by 
American movies. 

Most often, the rise in juve- 
nile crime was explained in 
terms of economic pressures 
Crowded housing conditions and 
an increase in slum existence 
were blamed by authorities in 
several countries. Other offi- 
cials said more and more 
mothers have had to go to 
work, bringing an increase in 
child neglect and a decline in 
moral education. In some war- 
devastated countries it was ar- 
gued that sheer poverty caused 
young people to resort to crime 
or: prostitution.

The government would go to 
the voters presumably on the 
grounds that the actions of the 
opposition have made it impos 
sible for the ‘government to 
properly conduct the affairs of 
the Country. 

The government is concerned 
that the opposition's efforts 
may succeed in postponing pas 
sage of the Trans-Canada Pipe 
Line legislation until after June 
7. There were. reports today 
that some of the Conservative 
senators in the Upper House in- 
tend to stage a last ditch at- 
tempt to stall the loan.
